But the growth of the county as indi- 
cated by the returns—what has that been?

The taxable N for the year 189 
amounted to 352 72, showing an in- 
crease for the present year of $4,574,879 
in the taxable valuation. 

But the amount of increase, it is claimed, 
is due to the assessments of the boards 
and that after the amount to which they 
have raised the taxes is subtracted the re- 
sult will show a deficiency as compared 
with that of the year 1891.

The natural increase has 
been largely if not wholly restricted to the 
city, where the value in the market price 
of real estate has risen with the influx of 
immigration and the steady demand for 
neat and attractive homes. 

It may be stated incidentally that. the 
character f the taxpayers that have moved 
into Atlan during the past year and 
erected new und permanent —.—f has been 
such as to increase not only the amount of 
her monetary wealth, but also the quality 
and refinement of their citizenship.

Large Returns. 


The largest return of taxable property 
in the county was made by * WB. 
Grant, who gave in his property at 8568, 
850. The largest return of any corpora- 
tion was made by the East Atlanta nd 
Company at $529,100. The next largest 
was that of the Atlanta Trust and Banking 
Company at $500,000. The lafgest return 
made by any young.man in the county was 
made by Mr. J. F. Ryan, who gave in his 
property at $106,000. 
Professional Taxes. 


The books show that the number of law- 
yers in Atlanta is 145 and the number of 
physicians 140. Besides there are thirteen 
dentists and three presidents of railroad 
corporations. The professional tax levied 
by the law is $10 a year for each practi- 
tioner and railroad president, aggregatin 
a tax revenue of $3,010 for the year 1802.
